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45. (New) The method of claim 39, wherein the CD39 



polypeptide is administered in a dosage of 1-20 mg/kg 



46. (New) The method of claim 39, wherein the CD39 
polypeptide is administered in a dosage of 4-8 mg/kg of 
the subject's body weight. 



Claims 1, 2, 7, 9-13, 17-19, 22-24 and 27, 34-38 are 
currently pending in the above-identified application. 
Claims 1, 2, 17, and 27 have been amended to more 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which the applicants regard as the invention. Support 
for the amendment to claim 1 can be found in the 
specification at page 6, lines 2-8.

34-38 of the May 7, 2003 Amendment be cancelled and that new 
claims 39-46, listed above, be added.
